this morning:, Mr. Dalton saiJ that he had 
gathered nearly all the facts that were 
required in the work of assessing, and his 
ir>en are now deducing total* and ilnals 
from the result of their Investigations 
They are making considerable rapidity 
w th the task, and in ten days he says 
they will have accomplished a very large 
pait of their work. 


The field notes regarding property in the 


business section of the city are finished, 
and In that district last year there was a 
remarkable Increase, In Mr. Dalton's fig- 
ures, o"er those of the preceding year. 
For instance, ,n the Bacon property, on 
the east side of Washington street, be- 
tween Eleventh anil Twelfth, the increase 
was from $139,730 to J195.000, J T. Moran, 
Thirteenth and Washington streets, from 
$11 000 to $18,375. Thomas Smith, Tenth and 
Bioaelwaj, from $40.800 to $47,'WO, F. Del- 
ger, Bioaelway, between Ninth and Tenth 
sti eets, from $133,300 to $194.800. These fig- 
ures did not Include Improvements. When 
spoken to as regards the valuation which 
he would place on these and other places, 
Mr Dalton saiel- 


"Thetc will be no material change In 


the assessment of these places from that 
of last year. It is difficult to prepare an 
estimate 
There have been no sales by 


nr'ans of which a fluctuation In values 
m ght be determined, beyond that of a. 
year ago, and I don't anticipate that they 
will be much higher than they were a year 
ago. 


"I am now figuring on lh« assessment 


of the railroad property, though I have 
not specially given much attention to It 
yet. I do not think the company has spir- 
ited away any of Its stock. The stock re- 
nt.lining in the yards Is, I think, b. little 
leba than it was at this time Tast year. 
In another week, I shall be able to say 
much more on thn subject "

That, Jt has been said, is the one solid 
fact which dominates the international 
question. The po-tentious growth of 
the Russian population Is seen very 
clearly In some Interesting: figures pub- 
lished In The European Economist. 
During the last ten years (1883-95) the 
aggregate Increase of population in the 
various countries of Europe was, in 
round numbers, 30,000,000. To this total 
Russia contributed 12,510.800; Germany, 
4,522,600; 
Austria-Hungary, 
3,502,200; 
Great Britain, 2,452,400 and France, 67,- 
100. 
The Franco-Russian alliance com- 
prises, it Is curious to observe, the 
least and the most prolific of modern 
European States. It is not expected 
that the census to be taken in France 
this year will show any material modi- 
fication in the tendency it the French 
population to become stationary. But 
though the least prolific France Is still 
one of the wealthiest of n&tlons. Rus- 
sia la In the habit of borrowing money 
from the French. What a pity It is that 
she cannot in return lend France some 
of her men.—London News.

A Meteor When In Business. 


"We owe our Immunity to our atmos- 


phere which Bervfs as a bullet-proof 
curlasm for the world 
When a meteor 


enters the atmosphere the friction pro- 
duced by Its gigantic speed makes It 
flash up like the arrow of Acestes, only 
more BO. The ingenious experiments 
of Lorel Kelvin have shown that the 
heat thus produced. Just as a brake 
showers sparks from a carriage whpel, 
or a luclfer match lights on the box, 
is sufficient to consume the meteor as 
if it were suddenly cast Into a furnace 
lieated to three or four million degrees. 
OrvloUHly the smaller meteors are ut- 
te> ly consumed before they have pene- 
trated far into the atmosphere, which 
thrlr fate has shown to rise to a height 
of about 120 miles. 
Only a very large one can d-escend as 
th.it of Madrid is Bald to have done; to 
within twenty miles of the earth, be- 
fore belne; burst by the expansion due 
to heat and by the resistance of the 
air. 
The fact that fragments do oc- 
casionally reach the earth is the best 
proof of the great sl/e of some of the 
meteors that we encounter. If It were 
not for the "blessed air," the explosion 
of them all, with 
the accompanying 
fervent heat, would take place In our 
mi'-lst. It Is safe to say that such a 
state of things would render our great 
towns uninhabitable 
In London we 
am somewhat Inclined to gird at the 
atmosphere, with Its smoke and Its 
foic and Us east wind. But none of us 
ran tell how e>ften it has saved him 
frr»m a. terrible and Invisible fate. In 
of ing. as Mark Twain has it, "shot with 
a rock." If no are more Inclined to 
recognize* the atmosphere services in 
future thf» Madrid meteor will not have 
exploded in vain.—Spectator.

San Jouquln Valley Itallroad. 


Tho projectors of the 6an Joajuln 


Valley Railroad ea.v e the public pretty 
s'ronB assurance that ithe road would 
bu built solely by cash subscriptions. Ii 
was estimated in a rough way that the 
road -would cost about $8,000,000, and 
that this eum could be raised without 
much difficulty. The cost would not rep- 
re-sen* -more than tho fourth part of the 
•wealth of a tingle stockholder. 
But 


when subscriptions had been made up 
to about one-third at the present esti- 
mated cost of the road, there was a 
halt, and a depaituio from the original 
plan. 


The one road ttrat was to fee built 


without a dollar of bonded indebtedness 
shifted its policy and took kindly to the 
issue of bonds, after aibouit twenty-five 
miles of road had been, completed of the 
365 miles which it is now proposed to 
build. In short, the railroad company 
fell back on the old plan of borrowing 
monev to construct the road. The prop- 
oiitfon now is to make a bond issue of 
$6 300.000. and from this source complete 
the road from San Francisco to Bakers- 
field. 


Ths line of road from Stockton to San 


Francisco has never ibeen settled. The 
promoters secured a nominal subscrip- 
tion from Oakland of $150,000, condi- 
tioned on making this city an objective 
point within a reasonable time. The 
subscription was mifferod to lapse. 
Since that event the local Interest in 
the road has -well nigft subsided. It Is 
claimed that the bonded resources • 
be sufficient to ensure the completion of 
the line by ivaj of Oakland if thla route 
is finally adopted. It is not a favorable 
circumstance that after the lapse of a 
year, nothing has been settled aJbout 
this end of the line. The question seems

During the last ten years (18S3-9')) the 
aggregate increase of population in the 
various countries of Europe was, In 
round numbers, 30.000,000. To this total 
Russia contributed 12.010.SOO; Germany 
v,522,COO; 
Austria-Hungary, 
3,302,200' 


Great Britain, 2,452.400 and France, 67,- 
100. The Franco-Russian alliance com- 
prises, it is curious to observe, the 
least and the most prolific o£ modern 
European States. It is not expected 
that the census to be taken in France 
this year will show any material modi- 
fication In the tendency of the French 
population to become stationary. But 
though the least prolific France Is still 
one of the -wealthiest of nations. Rus- 
sia Is In the habit of borrowing money 
from the French. What a pity U is that 
she cannot in return lend France some 
of her men.—London. News.

In conversation with a Tribune reporter 


this morning, Mr. Dalton said that he had 
gathoied nearly nil the facts that were 
required in the work of assessing, and his 
men aro now deducing totals and nnaln 
from the result of their investigations. 
They ate making considerable rapidity, 
with the task, and in ten days he says' 
they will have accomplished a very largo 
part of their work. 


Tho field notes regarding property In the 


business section of the city are finished, 
and In that district last year there was a 
remarkable increase. In Mr. Dal ton's fig- 
ures, over those of the preceding year. 
For Instance, In the Bacon property, on 
the cast side of Washington street, be- 
tween Klevonth and Twelfth, tho Increase 
was from $I3n,7M) to f!93.000; J. T. Mornn, 
Thirteenth and Washington streets, from 
$11,000 to $18,S7r>; Thomas Smith, Tenth and 
Broadway, from I40.SOO to $17.900; F. Del- 
ger, Bioadway, between Ninth and Tenth 
streets, from $183,300 to $191.800.

year ago. and I don't anticipate that they 
will be much higher than they were a year 
ago. 


"I am now figuring on tho nsiosument 


of tho railroad property, though I have, 
not specially given much attention .to It 
yet. I do not think the company hns spir- 
ited away any of Its «tock. The stock re- 
maining In the yards Is. I think, s. little 
less than It was at this time last year. 
In another week, I shall be able to say 
much more on tho subject."

A Meteor When In Business. 


We owe our Immunity to our ntmos- 


phere which serves as a bullet-proof 
curlass for the world. "When a. meteor 
enters the atmosphere the friction pro- 
duced i by its gigantic speed makes it 
flash up like the arrow of Acestes, only 
more so. The Ingenious experiments 
of Lord Kelvin have shown that the 
heat thus produced,' just as a brake 
showers sparks from a carriage wheel. 
or a luclfer match lights on the box, 
is suflicient to consume the meteor as 
It It were suddenly cast into a furnace 
heated to three- or four million degrees. 
ObvlouHly the smaller meteors are ut- 
terly consumed before they have pene- 
trated far Into the atmosphere, which 
their fate has shown to rise to a. height 
of about 120 miles. 
Only a very large one can descend as 
that of Madrid Is paid to have done; to 
within twenty miles of the earth, be- 
fore being- burst by the expansion due 
to heat and by the resistance of the 
air. Tho fact that fragments do oc- 
casionally reach the earth Is the best 
proof of the great size of some of the 
meteors that we encounter. If It wer« 
not for the "blessed air," the explosion 
of them all, with 
the accompanying 
fervent heat, would take place In our 
mHst. It is safe to say that such a, 
state of things would render our great 
towns uninhabitable. In London we 
aro somewhat Inclined to gird at the 
atmosphere, with Its smoke and Its

The city of St. Paul has adopted a 


no-w eyatem of street cleaning for its 
asphalt pavements. Thr- rfrecta are 
divided into sections, and the contracts 
are let to laborers. Kach bWd«-r Is al- 
lowed to do the work on a single sec- 
tion. All the outfit ncoded is a push 
cart and a scraper. Each contractor 
In responsible for the condition of his 
own section. If he does not do good 
•work another bidder takes his place. 


There is something like a revolution 


t«\r\g on In the corn trade of this coun- 
try. An Eastern Journal afCrms that 
more Indian corn than wheat has been 
exported from the United States during 
the tost four weeks. "Th;t we believe, 
is an unp-.ecedented rooord. Although 
the yield of corn IH usually about three 
or three and one-half times as great as 
thp wheat crop, the latter grain !•) much 
more freely sold to foreign consumers. 
The present year scorns likely to break 
all records In the exportation of corn, 
while the outward movement of wheat 
Is not so heavy as it often is at this 
season. If the changes m tho relative 
demand for these grains In foreign 
lands continues, it will TIC well for the 
farmers of the United States, because 
they have much less competition from 
countries like India and Russia, where 
labor is very cheap, to meet In the 
maize market of Western Europe than 
they have in the London wheat mar- 
ket." 


Down Town Ctmrchec. 


Tho disadvantages of one of the lead- 


Ing Churches in this city -was recently 
suggested on account of its down-town 
situation. It happens that nearly all 
the large Protestant Churches of this 
city are far below the center of. resi- 
dent population. The First Presbyter- 
ian. First Congregational, Methodist, 
and Baotlst Churches are all below that 
line. Yet this circumstance does not 
stt.-m to hinder their growth and pros- 
perity. 
The First Unitarian Church, 


the most costly edifice of all the ProtcPt- 


I ant Churches, chose a site on Four- 
teenth street in line with some of, the 
other large Churches. 


The law of municipal growth does not 


affect religious congregations here as 
in many large dries. In San Francisco 
the down-town Churches were compell- 
ed to follow the population up -town. 
Thus 
the 
Howard 
Presbyterian 


Church on Mission street, a costly brick 
edifice, a few years ago was filled by a 
very large congregation. But Dr. Mc- 
Kcnzie. one of the most drawing preach- 
ers of that denomination, could not stem 
the uo-town current, and moved with a 
part of his congregation to Van Ness 
avenue. 
The First Unitarian Church 


on Geary street was sold and the lot 
appropriated for business purposes, 
while the congregation moved more 
than a mile further west on the same 
street. The First Presbyterian.Church 
on Stockton street, has long been occu- 
pied as a Chinese mission. 


Municipal growth does not 
affect 


Churches in that way in this city, as 
most people know who have lived here 
many years. The down-town Churches 
have the large congregations, and the 
up-town ones right in the center of large 
resident populations, have Che smaller 
congregations, li is probable that if any 
one. or all of the five leading Protestant 
congregations were now to choose now 
building sites, they might go a few 
blocks further toward the center of pop- 
ulation. Tot so far as we know, not one 
of thc-m is complaining today of any dis- 
advantage's of a down-town location. In 
fact they appear to have certain posi- 
tive advantages. Probably more than 
two-thirds of all church goers here do 
not keep horses and carriages, and the 
number who now have them is con- 
stantly decreasing. The electric car 
lines tend to centralize these religious 
congregations Just where they, have 
chosen their bites. 


Looking at the present tendency, It is 


not probable that (for at least fifteen 
years, the Churches now situated on or 
below Fourteenth street, will experience 
any essential disadvantage in their 
present locations. The-y are in the live 
and growing part of the city. Congre- 
gations will bo drawn to them because, 
among other .things, they are of conven- 
ient acce&d. In Oakland the up-town 
populations do not carry these mother 
Churches with them. That is a distinc- 
tion that ought to be kept in mind in 
estimating the relative advantages or 
disadvantages of down-town. Churches 
in this city.

Sail Johqulik Vulloy Itallroad. 


Tho projectors of the San Joarjuin 


Valley Kailroad gave the public pre-tty 
strong assurance that ithe road would 
be built solely by cash subscriptions. It 
was estimated in a rough way that the 
road would cost about $6,000,000, and 
that this sum could be raised without 
much dltficulty. The cost would not rep- 
resent -more than the fourth pnrt of the 
•wealth of a single stockholder. 
But 


when subscriptions had been made up 
to about one-third ot the present esti- 
mated cost of tho read, there was a 
halt, and u departure, from the original 
plan. 


The one road that was to "be built 


without a dollar of bonded indebtedness 
whirled its policy and took kindly to the 
Issue of bonds, after about twenty-five 
miles of road had been completed of the 
365 miles which it is now proposed to 
build. In short, the raJlroad company 
fell back on the old plan of borrowing 
money to construct the road. The prop- 
osition now Is to mako a. bond issue of 
$6.000.000. and from this source complete 
the road from San. Francisco to Bakcrs- 
fleld. 


Tho line of road from Stockton to San 


Francisco has never 'been, settled. The 
promoters secured a nominal subscrip- 
tion from Oakland of J100.000, condi- 
tioned on making this city an objective 
point within a reasonable time. 
The 


subscription was Buffered to lapse. 
Since that event the local interest in 
the road has well nigh subsided. It is 
claimed that the bonded resources will 
be sufficient to ensure the comple-Uon of 
the line by way of Oakland If this route 
is finally adopted. It Is pot a favorable 
circumstance that after the lapse erf a 
year, nothing has 'been settled about 
this end of the line. The o.uestion seems 
to be hold open for speculative purposes. 
Possibly theft are some citizens here 
who will live long enough to witness 
the construction o£ the road throua-h 
Oakland. 


Mayor Sutro has the unfortunate fac- 


ility of antagonizing those who other- 
wise would be working in harmony with 
him.

He de- 
mands assurance that the library shall 
not be subject to taxation. If it is con- 
veyed to the State is would b* exempt 
from taxes. But if held by trustees 
with a contingent benefit accruing to 
the State, taxation could not be avoid- 
ed. The Mayor has evidently promised 
more than he wants Just now to fulfill. 
Hence the "ostopus" is made to do duty 
in a handy way for the'Mayor.

During his last tenn, en- 
feebled by old age and 111 hcaltfi. he had 
tried merely to act in harmony \\Ith

sible. He has been succcded by Must- 
apha Pasha Fchmy, who some yt-a.rn 
ago headed a short-lived ministry. The 
khcdlve, who at that time possessed 
more power than at present, became 
displeased with him and demanded his 
resignation. Mustaphn coolly answered 
that he must ask the consent of Lord 
Cromer. For years he has been regard- 
ed as the one public man most subserv- 
ient to England and most distasteful 
to the khcdlve and his French and na- 
tive supporters.—Harper's Weekly.
